Not Enough Manpower 


Shortages of manpower and materials 
caused the carrying over of more than a 
million and a quarter dollars’ worth of civic 
improvements in Edmonton for which the 
council of 1947 had made plans, That the 
same shortages crimped and curtailed the 
building of houses on public projects and | 
by private investors is well known. In the 
financial aggregate, house-building may have 
been slowed down as much as civic undertak- 
ings 

Materials, in turn, were scarce because 
manpower was lacking, here or elsewhere. 
There could have been more lumber, more ce- 
ment, more bricks, more of all needed con- 
struction supplies, if more men had been busy 
in the forests and other places where these 
things come from. More men were not 80 en- 
gaged because they were not available. 

All across Canada there were similar 
hold-ups of construction plans, caused by the 
shortages of manpower and materials pro- 
duced by manpower. There just wasn't 
enough labor in the country, skilled and 
unskilled, to do’all that had been intended. 
There was not only a condition of full employ- 
ment, but an “acute labor shortage” in the 
busiest months, as announced by the federal 
Minister of Labor, There was, he says, more 
persons employed, and also less unemploy- 
ment, than ever before in peacetime. 

Naturally there was wide disappointment, 
and also some hardship because not all 
the construction plans of 1947 could be car- 
ried through. The country is poorer on that 
account, and many things scarcer than they 
would otherwise be. But that is always true 
in a time of full employment. Demand and 
supply are never 80 nicely balanced that 
everyone gets all the work done that he 
would like done but no person is without a 
job. That ideal can only be approximated. 

As between having too few men and too 
few jobs, there is no room for argument about 
which is most desirable. The one means pro- 
gress; the other means depression. 


It’s Needed There 

Up to and including Tuesday last, 598 per- 
sons had been killed in the feud in Palestine 
since Nov. 29th, the date on which the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the United Nations voted 
approval of the country being partitioned. 

A sinister note in the despatches of the 
same day said that in the fighting in the 
Jaffa-Tel Aviv sector Arabs were armed— 
for the first time-—-with modern weapons, The 
companion picture was presented by the news 
from New York a few days before, that dis- 
guised cases of T.N.T, had been found in the 
cargo being loaded on a Mediterranean-bound 
vessel of Jewish ownership. 

The more or less primitive equipment of 
the fighters is thus being replaced by mod- 
ern high-efficiency weapons, supplied from 
Jewish sources abroad and by the Arab na- 
tions, Next-—and now reported under way 
will come organizing and training by foreign 
military officers, Events are thus proceed- 
ing as could be expected—from raids and hap- | 
hazard clashes to a condition of open and 
broadly organized warfare,

This appeal must awaken the sympathy 
of all people in a country where education is 
so highly valued as it is in Canada, And per- 
haps if Canada contributes these things for 
the use of school children there they will 
when they grow up think kindly and with 
gratitude of the country which gave them the 
opportunity to get a common school educa- 
tion. 


Epiphany 

Last Tuesday, December 6, was celebrated 
in Christian churches as the feast of the 
Epiphany. The occasion commemorates, of 
course, the visit of the three wise men to the 
infant Jesus in Bethlehem. 


Since these three wise men were repre- 
sentatives of different races and different 
countries, that visit was symbolic of the 
recognition by the whole world of the au- 
thority and divine Person of Christ. 

It is usual, in Christian teaching, to point 
out that Christ was more than the Jewish 
Messiah or the Jewish King and was, in fact, 
Iesus Hominem Salvator—Jesus the Saviour 
of Men. 

It is historical fact that warm contro- 
versy was waged in the early Church be- 
tween, on the one hand, proponents of the 
idea that Christ’s mission was exclusively to 
the Jews und, on the other hand, support- 
ers of the view that in our Lord's sight there 
was no difference between Jew and Gentile. 


St. Peter and St. Matthew supported the 
former contention. St. Paul and St. Luke were 
champions of the latter view, which finally 
prevailed even in the convictions of those 
apostles who originally had opposed it. 

Christ came for all men. He is the Savior 
of all men. He is the light of all the world. 

Maybe the name explains it, the name 
being Sullivan. A judge of that name was 
sent to continue investigation into British 
Columbia’s Doukhobor problem, but prompt- 
ly adjourned the inquiry indefinitely, saying 
it was “silly” to spend time asking questions 
of some of the “peculiar” ones while their 
friends were running around setting more 
fires and blowing up more buildings.

come, 

So let's start with the basic 


foundation, the footings, that really 
support the house, Footings are 
the masonry base on which the 
house is built, They should be of 
poured concrete, wide enough to 
support adequately the weight of 
walls, floor and roof. The bottom 
of the footings should be level and 
rest on good solid soil or sand 
and below the frost line of the 
section in which the house is built 
Foundation walls should be of any 
well built solid masonry of poured 
concrete, concrete blocks, or 
brick, well water-proofed on the 
exterior surface to hold back mois 
ture from the walls may be used 

Basement floors are best of con 
erete about 4 inches thick, well 
drained and laid on a cinder bed 
Ry all means have any supporting 


posts in the basement of steel 
with the proper sized beams to 
support the first floor joists, Steel

Kaplan's five club bid was ob- 
viously just a sacrifice bid, Why 
had West not doubled it? After 
a careful review, Kaplan decided 
that the reason West had not dou. 
bled was that he held the single- 


ton king of clubs, A double of 
five clubs would have marked him 
with the king, and therefore it 


would be worthless to attempt the 
finesse in clubs. By the very fact 
that West did not double Kaplan 
decided that the king was blank 
So he led a small club from 
dummy and went up with his ace, 
Now he proceeded to make six, as 
he was able to establish the jack 
of hearts for the discard of dum- 
my’s seven of diamonds, allowing 
him to ruff his losing diamond.
